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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, drawn to claims 1 and 4, in the reply 
filed on 29 September 2006 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on 8 June 1998 and 16 April 1999. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of either application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 22 July 2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 

1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "with 
electromagnetic wave" is missing an article and should read "with an electromagnetic wave". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hamada 
( x 791) who teaches a method for inducing electric current in a carbon nanotube filament material 
by irradiating at least a part of the nanotube with an electromagnetic wave to selectively induce 
an electric current in the nanotube (Fig. 13; Col. 1, Line 42, 50-54; Col. 6, Line 9; Col. 11, Lines 
30-33,51-52).
